of describing the new public sehool, 
erected during the past summer on » 
Behool site between MeCauley and Iei-

minck streets, east of Kinistino ave- 
nue, 
The new school will take care of 


the children of school age in ‘the thick- 
ly populated section between the Nor- 
wood school and the Alexander Tay- 
lor school, whe are now attending the 
temporary schools on Syndicate Ave- 
nue and crowding into the big sehoois 
at the north and south of the dis- 
Iriel. The new building also will pro- 
vide accommodation for students in the 
district now served by the Queens ave-~ 
ne school, 

The word adaptability is appropriate 
to deseribe the new buiiding beeause 
it has ben designed with a view of en- 
largement .at- the. least possible cost 
when the number of seholars in its dis. 
trict becomes too large to be aeeom- 
modated in the twelve rooms, that will 
be finished this fall, 

Until more class accomodation is re- 
quired there will be only the assem- 
Vly hall on the third oor of the build- 
ing, and six class rooms on each of the 
lower floor with domestic seience and 
manual training departinents in the 
basement, When this aeeomodation 
becomes insufficient, it will be possible 
to build four more rooms on the third 
slory using the present flat roof as 
the floor, Two rooms will be placed 
on each side of the assembly hall mak- 
ing the building a full three stories in 
height. : 

Front whal ever angle one sees the 
building, the exterior design presents 
a pleasing appearance, The arehitec- 
ture is an adaption of the Tudor Gothic 
style. The battlemented sky line and 
buttressed walls are in evidence, The 
trimmings are of bedford stone while 
the walls are of red pressed brick qn a 
massive stone construction, Grouping 
of the windows on all sides of the 
bnilding, gives it the appearance of a 
real school, In all the class rooms the 
windows have been grouped in fours. 
Stone millions and transoms have been 
used kith splendid artistic effeet, 

Fronts on Helminck, 

The sehool fronts south on Heiminek 
klreet, the two main entrances being 
on the south side, A fourleen-foot cor- 
rider runs the full length of the build- 
ing from east’ west, opening to whieh 
one may enter by duorways in the ends 


- of the building, as well as by the main 


eptrances, There are no entrances to 
the building from the north side, 

In addition to the six class rooms, 
fhe principal's office is situated on the 
ground floor of the building, just) op- 
posite the boy's entrance, Each class 
room is 24 feel by 32 feet, and will 
furnish accomodation for 50 pupils, 
Thus with the twelve class rooms oc- 
cupied, the school will provide for six 
hundred pupils. Cloak rooms have 
been provided for each of the elass 
rooms, baving a door entering from the 
corridor and two doors leading into the 
class roof. Ample light is provided by 
the grouped) windows. ‘Their upper 
sections will be fitted with prism glass 
glass, whieh serves ly distribute 
light proportionately throughout the en- 
lire room, thus assuring a good light 
for the pupils at the desk in the furth- 
erest corner, The bDlaekboards will be 
of natural slate, 

Six Class Rooms. 

In addition to the six class rooms on 
fh second floor there is a spacious 
library 14 by 23 feet in size and two 
feacher's retiring rooins each of whieh 
js provided with a private toilet room, 
The assembly ballon the third floor is 
h2 feel by 65 feet in size, having a 44 
foot ceiling, By the use of steel gird- 
ers to support the roof the — entire 
auditorium has been left without pil- 
Jars or obstructions of any kind, It 
will be well lighted with a gkylight 
and windows on the north and = south 
sides, A movable stage will be instal- 
Jed and the ball will be used for sehoot 
concerts and Cntertainments as well as 
for gymnastic exereises, Ante rooms 
aro being provided for the storage of 
all gymnastie equipmeut and the vani- 
forms and equipment of the eadet 
corps, af either end of the assembly 
hall,

and stairways to the building from 
danger in case of fre, The stairways 
loading to the second and third stor- 
eys are being enclosed with fire re- 
sisting sereens., The stairways Uhem- 
selves are being construeted of metal, 
They are manufactured by the Cana- 
dian Ornamental Iron company of Tor- 
onto and are entirely tive proof, The 
floors of the main corridor and the 
elass room that is directly over the 
heating plant in the basement are of 
fire proof material and as an additional 


precaution. the .usual exterior tire es- 
capes have been provided, 
Steam Heating Plant, 
A Jow pressure system of steam 


heating is being installed in the build- 
ing by J. A, Loekerbie and company, 
who secured the contract for approxi- 
nately £46,000. The two large tubu- 
li boilers whieh, are Ning placed in 
the basement will furnfsh — suflicient 
heat for sixteen rooms so that when 
the building eventually is enlarged il 
Will not be hegessary to makejany ad- 
ditions to the heating equipment, 

The basement affords | aceommoda- 
lion for manual training and domestic 
science rooms, boys and girls — play 
rooms and boys and grils toilet in ad- 
dition to the beating and ventilating 
plant, 

Twenty work tables will be provided 
in the domestic science room and each 
of these will be supplied with a fuil 
set of appliances for experimental 
cooking. Eleetric cookers will be used 
until commercial gas becomes avail- 
able in the eity. Twenty work benehes 
also will be installed in the manual 
j training room and it will be equipped 
With all the no sessary tools. 

Plans for the building were prepar- 
ed by the pubtie sehool building eom- 
missioner Geo, I, Turner. ‘That they 
are highly satisfactory to the mem- 
bers of the school board is demonstrat- 
edby the faet that next year two build- 
ings of similar design and of equal 
i Will be erected in the city to pro- 


vide for the growth of Edmonton's 
school population,.: One of these will 
(be placed on Churehill avenue west of 
the new high school and the other, 
for which the work of excavation al- 
ready has commenced, will be built in 
Parkdale, 

When completed the wuiiding will 
have cost $110,000, Work is now 
| progressing rapidly on the interior, all 
the brick Work having been completed 
some time ago, It is expeeted that it
